way of a home, and then w ill so con­ 
trol himself as to be able to discuss 
the situation, if she gets into domes­ 
tic complications, he will not 
only 
work for his own happiness, but for 
the happiness of the woman he truly 
loves. 
Few are able to quietly and 
dispassionately discuss a subject 
of 
vital importance n the family, hence 
the wife seldom has the co-operation 
of her husband in solving her domes­ 
tic difficulties and the husband loses 
the opportunity for receiving benefit 
from his wife's intuitive sense that

business problems.

past 60 who has just found it expe­ 
dient to allow his wife to run her 
household accounts without supervi­ 
sion from him.
